OUNT Philip Lewis of Zinzendorf, 
Chancellor of the Court, fer out on Wed- 
ncfday Lafty im order to act as one of his 
Imperial Majetty’s Commiiiioners in ne- 
gociating the Treaty with the Malecon- 
tents of Hungary, in the Room of Count Wratiflaw, 
who is indispos’d : But he is to ftop at Presburg till 
he“receive Advice that Preliminaries are adjufted. 
M. Thiel Councellor of War is to tollow him very 
fhortly. reported the Archbithop of Colozza 
will affift in the Conferences at Tirnau, fo that the 
Report which was fpread abroad that Prince Ra. 
gotski had caus’d him to be fiez'd and confin’d, does 
not prove true. Count Berezeni is at Tirnau, with 
other Heads of the Malecontents. "Tis alfo reported 
that Prince Ragotski is to come thither. The laft 
Advices from the Imperial Army commanded by 
General Herbeville fay, That they were near 
Great Waradin, and would continue their March 
to fuccour Tranfilvania. They add, that one of 
the Enemy’s Detachments that had laid Siege to the 
Caftle of Bibersberg was obligd to draw off, the 
Garrifon making a vigorous Refiftance. Another 
Body of 3000 Malgcontents, was likewife forc’d to 
retire from before the Caftle of Solmos near Lippa 
on the Maros, having been repuls’d in 3 Attacks, 
Count Herberftein has drawn together fome Troops 
to oblige General Oskay to retire from about Eden- 
bourg, which he threatens to attack. The Prince of 
Furttemberg is lately arriv’d here from Saxony, and 
‘tis {aid is to tranfact fome Affaie of Confequence 
for the King of Poland his Mafter : Count Straat- 
man bis Imperial “Majefty’s Envoy at the Court of 
that Prince, is alfo expected in fome Days from 
Saxony. "Tis not as yet known when ‘the Prince 
Sobieski will be fer at Liberty. The Differences 
berween this Court and that of Rome are ftill on 
the fame Foor, but ‘tis believ’d they will be ami- 
cably made up in a fhort time. "Tis reported the 
Emperor demands, among other things, Thi  Cardi- 
nal Paolucci his principal Minifter be difmifs'd from 
his Employments, becaufe by his ge for 
France, the Imperialifts were oblig’d to quit feveral 
Pofts and particularly Oftiglia, which has been a 
great decriment to bis Imperial Majefty’s Affairs in 
Italy : That the Proceedings againft the Marquis del 
Vafto and the Prince of Caferte be annull’d, and thax 
thofe two Noblemen be reftor’d to their former 
State : And that the Neapolitans be releas’d, who 
were imprifon’d for their Affection to the Houfe of 
Auftria. 
From the Leiden Gazette, dated November 12. — 
From the Armies of the Allies incamp’d at Turnhont, 
November 9. The 6th of this Month we decamp’d 
from Hoogftraten and came hither. To Day Colo- 
nel Cromftroom is gone to treat anew with fome of 
the Enemy’s Commiffioners of an Exchange of Pri- 
foners. ’Tis faid our Generals defign to put Garrifons 
into Endhoven, Haffelt, Bilfen, Beringen, Bree, and 
Hamond, and at the fame time to caufe thofe {malt 


Places to be fortify’d for the Security of the Troops 
that fhall be put intothem. The Auxiliary Troops 
of Denmark and Hanover are to pals the Macs at 
Ruremond and Venlo ; the firft are co Winter in the 
lower Guelderland and Overyffel, and the other on 
the other fide of the Rhine: Thofe of Heffe are like- 
wife to pafs the Maes and afterwards the Mofelle to 
take Winter-Quarters in the Hontsrug. 

From the Army of the <dAllies at Loemel, Nov. 12 
The roth of this Month we decamp’d from Turn-- 
hout, and came to Rurfel. The fame Day the Eng- 
lith Troops left the Army, and march’d towards heir 
Winter Quarters ailign’d them in Breda and other 
neighbouring Places. The 1ith we decamp'd from 
Rurfel and came with our Right to Luykx-geftel and 
our Left to Leomel. We continue here to Day (the 
12th;) but to morrow we fhall continue our March 
towards the Maefe and arrive in the Evening at Peer. 
The Weather is extreme cold in thefe Parts, which 
makes our Men impatient tobe in Quarters. Part of 
the Enemy’s Army continues ftill incamp’d behind 
their Lines; but ‘tis reported that by the 15th Inftant 
they will all feparate and go into Winter-Quarters, 
From the Amfterdam Gazette, dated November 17. 

Antwerp, November 13. The Army of the 2 
Crowns is to feparate after to Morrow to go into 
Winter-Quarters. M. de Saillant Lieutenant General, 
with M. de Tot Quarter-Mafter is to command in 
Namur: The Count de Gaffe is to command ‘in 
this City , the Duke of Villeroy in Bruffels ; M.de 
Caraman Lieutenant General in Louvain; M. de 
Soufternon Lieutenant General in Malines ; and the 
Count de la Motte in Ghant, Bruges and Oftend. 
*Tis advis’d that the Marfhal de Villeroy and de 
Marfin will likewife continue on the Frontier during 
the Winter. The Chevalier de Courcelles Lieute- 
nant General is to command in Luxembourg. 


Falmouth, November 10. Yefterday fail’d hence to 
the Eaftward Her Majefty’s Ships the Moderate 
and Hazerdous with 2 Dutch Frigates formerly 
mention’d, taking under their Convoy 13 Sail of 
Ships laden with Tin, 16 Sail of Dutch Prizes and 
about 20 Sail of Coafters. Arriv’d the Godolphin 
Packet-Boat in 17 Days from Lisbon, Caprain Gib- 
fon Matter ; bur laft from Kinfale, Laft Night the 
Burchet Galley, having laden Fith at Mounts-Bay, 
coming hither, was attack’d by a French Privateer of! 
the Lizard, with which fhe maintain’d a Fighr of 
feveral Hours, but was forc’d fo near the Shore that 
fhe ftruck on a Rock and is loft, but as the Crew 
was faved. 

Briftol, November 12. Yefterday here arriv’d 2 
Ships from Nevis, from Montfurrat, and from An- 
tegoa ; all which came out in Company with 4o odd 
Sail of Ships the 14th of September laft, under 
Convoy of the Linn and Margaret Men of War ; 
and Friday laft in the Morning the Pleet fell in with 
Sir Jokn Jenning’s Squadron and the Eaft-India Mer- 
chant Ships bound up the Channel, and he ordered 
the Margaret Man of War to {ce our Ships abour 
Lundey. 

Weymouth, November 12. Yefterday was broughc 
in here by 3 Guarnzey Privateers, a French Prize of 
40 Tons, laden with Sugar from Morlaix: The 
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Prifoners fay that Moufieur Sr. Paul loft many brave. 
Officers arid Men in taking the Eaftland Convoys, &c. 

Yarmouth, November 12. On Saturday laft fail’d 
from hence about 4o Sail of light Colliers and Coa- 
fters, under Convoy of Her Majetty’s Ships the 
Dolphin and Gosport: And Yefterday came through 
thefe Roads 20 Sail of laden Colliers, moft from 
Sunderland. 

Dartmouth, November 11. This Day was fent in 
here by Her Majetty’s Ship the Mary, ‘the Welcome 
of St. Malo, a Privateer of 16 Guns which the rook 
about a Fortnight fince and carried into Ireland ;
